Gas Company Will Build 
$7,000,000 Gas Pipeline 
Through County This Year 


The Manufacturers Light and 
Heat Company will construct a 
new 20-inch natural gas pipeline 
from Abbottstown to Hancock, 
Md., at a cost of $7,000,000, Ju­ 
lian Estep, local manager, an­ 
nounced at a dinner meeting in 
the Hotel Gettysburg Tuesday eve­ 
ning. 


Estep said construction will be­ 
gin 
early 
lr 
May 
and 
plans 
call for its completion by Septem­ 
ber 30. 
The contract for the work has 
been awarded to Williams Bros. 
Inc., one of the largest pipeline 
contractors in the world. The firm 
has already moved a quantity of 
heavy equipment into Gettysburg 
and has opened headquarters in 
the 
former 
Dave 
Forney 
ga­ 
rage, Lincoln Highway East. Ap­ 
proximately $2,000,000 w’orth of 
equipment will be used on the 
project 
The line will run across Ad­ 
ams and Franklin counties. In Ad­ 
ams it will run just north of town. 
Will Employ 400 
Thelmer Davis, veteran pipe­ 
line expert, will be the superin­ 
tendent. At the dinner he said that 
he plans to employ between 400 
and 450 men and that the pay­ 
roll here this summer will total 
approximately 
$500,000, 
Local 
purchases he said will total more 
than a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars. Local labor will be em ­ 
ployed to fill the staff of key men 
brought 
here 
from 
Oklahoma. 
Hiring details, Davis said, will 
be announced later. 
Pipe for a 25-mile stretch c l 
the line will be unloaded and 
stored in the local Reading rail­ 
road yards for truck hauling to 
the site 
The new line will replace the 
old “oil lines” of the company, 
which served Gettysburg since the 
early 1930s. Built in 1885 to bring 
West Virginia oil to Philadelphia 
markets, they were converted to 
supply Gettysburg with natural 
gas in 1930.

Heavy Demand 
For Newspaper 


NEW YORK IAP) - De­ 
mand for newspapers is at an 
all-time peak, with 58 million 
copies being sold in the United 
States every day, Dr Tennant 
Bryan, president of the Amer­ 
ican 
Newspaper 
Publishers 
Assn., said today. 
He told the ANPA’s annual 
convention that to meet the 
need “the news media avail­ 
able to the average American 
today are greater in both num­ 
ber and variety than ever be­ 
fore in history." 
Bryan, publisher of the Rich­ 
mond. Va., News-Leader and 
the Times Dispatch, disputed 
and contention that mergers or 
consolidations of 
newspapers 
were a sign of newspaper de­ 
liberation. 
He said mergers were noth­ 
ing more than a natural work­ 
ing of economics to effect op­ 
erating economies to effect 
operating economies through a 
joint production plant, and had 
nothing to do with demand for 
newspapers.

Fulfilling a promise to resign he 
made Tuesday, Rhee bowed to a 
nationwide uprising against his 
12-year rule over the republic he.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Six eastern Pennsylvania coun­ 
ties approved parimutuel betting 
on harness races at Tuesday's 
primary in an historic first for 
he commonwealth. 
It was the first time Keystone 
State residents had tin' opportunity 
to authorize legalized gambling of 
any kind. 
The proposal was voted down 
in seven counties and appeared 
headed for defeat in Westmore 
land County, oik' of five western 
Pennsylvania counties where the 
proposition was on the ballot. 
Gov David Lawrence, who said 
be is a “two dollar bettor”, saw 
the voters of his home Allegheny 
County reject the plan. 
Churches and other groups cam­ 
paigned against the betting legis 
Int ion vigorously. They suffered 
their biggest defeat in Philadel­ 
phia County where 197,031 persons 
voted ’’yes” and 42,408 “no." 
Other counties which approved 
parimutuel installations at harness 
tracks were Bucks, Chester, Del­ 
aware, Luzerne and Northumber­ 
land. 
The State Racing Commission 
may license four corporations to 
conduct harness racing with liet- 
ting, but only in the six counties 
which okayed the plan. Now, the 
commission has tbs' task of decid­ 
ing in which counties to license 
the corporations. It is mow than 
likely that a least two of the six 
counties will not lie given licenses, 
left standing at the starting line. 
Bucks County approved the plan 
by a 22.282 to 18,815 vote. 
Cliester County, with only a few 
precincts missing, gave its oaky 
19,704 to 17,785. 
In Delaware County, where Re­ 
publican leader John McClure vig­ 
orously opposed the plan, lotting 
was authorized by a vote of 53,838 
to 53,855, 
Luzerne County was close, too 
There were 22,742 ’ no” votes and 
25,208 "yes” votes. 
Northumberland County favored 
the proposal 14.008 to 13,436.

NEHRU, CHOU 
AT ODDS OVER 
BORDER TALKS 


NEW DELHI (AP(-Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru and Premier Chou En- 
lai Tuesday ended a week of talks 
on their bolder dispute without 
any visible progress toward an 
agreement. 
In a joint communique they said 
their talks had led to “greater 
understanding” of each govern­ 
ment's viewpoint “but did not re­ 
solve their differences ” 
Nehru rejected a proposal by 
Chou 
that 
India 
abandon 
her 
claim to 15,(Mio .square miles in 
the Ladakh .sector of Kashmir 
Chou in return offered to leave 
to India the 36.000 square miles 
on the northeast frontier which 
India and China claim. 
"Ownership Is Settled” 
“There can be no question of 
bartering away this 
area 
Its 
ownership thy India) is a settled 
fact.” Nehru told reporters at the 
airport after seeing Chou off to 
Nepal. 
Before winding up his week­ 
long visit, Chou told a news con­ 
ference he had offered to aban­ 
don Peiping’* claims to the north­ 
east frontier territory in exchange 
for the Ladakh sector. 
The Red Chinese Premier said 
India was “not entirely agreed’’ 
to tile swap he proposed, but the 
border dispute “became smaller” 
as a result of bus 21 hours of talk 
with Nehru. 
Commenting on Chou's remarks, 
Nehru told 
newsmen that the 
Chinese leader's facts “are so 
basically different from ours that 
naturally conclusions differ, too.” 
Tensions Are Taut 
Nehru said the week-long nego­ 
tiations has brought “no lessening 
in the basic tensions” but added 
that feeling was not so bitter as 
during the border skirmishes last 
year in which 12 Indians were 
killed. 
Chou's proposed deal indicated 
that the Chinese had sent troops 
into the mountainous, economical­ 
ly unimportant northeast frontier 
area primarily as a bargaining 
lever, and that Ladakh, on the 
northwest frontier, was their real 
target. The Chinese want Ladakh 
because they have built across it 
p key road between Communist- 
occupied Tibet and the western 
Chinese province of Sinkiang. 
Nehru said he still felt the foot 
of the trouble was Chinese expan­ 
sionism. 


A ppeal Pinball 
M achine R uling 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Th« U. S. 
Supreme Court has been asked to 
overrule a Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court decision that pinball ma­ 
chines are illegal gambling de­ 
vices. 
The appeal was filed Monday 
by American Legion Post No 51, 
Uniontown, Pa. State police seized 
pinball machines in the post and 
other places three years ago. 
The post contested the seizures, 
but lost Pennsylvania Superior and 
Supreme court appeals. 
The appeal to the highest court 
contended that the Pennsylvania 
laws as construed violates the due 
process of law guaranteed by the 
U. S. Constitution. 
“The 
Penasylvania 
Supreme 
Court assumed or was willing to 
assume that these games would 
only be used for gambling, be- 
case it did not think people de­ 
rived amusement from merely 
playing them,” the appeal said 
There is no evidence the pinball 
machines were used for gambling, 
it added. The machines "paid off’ 
in free games, the appeal said.

WEST DRAFTS 
NEW PLAN ON 
DISARMAMENT 


GENEVA (AP) - The Western 
powers reshaped their disarma­ 
ment proposal Tuesday into a set 
of basic principles stressing a step 
by step approach to total disarma­ 
ment under strict international 
controls. 
The Western move was in an­ 
swer to a Soviet request that the 
10-nation disarmament conference 
first agree on a set of basic prin­ 
ciples before getting down to de­ 
tails on such matters as controls. 
The five Western powers de­ 
clared that disarmament progress 
and any agreement finally reach­ 
ed must fulfill the following con­ 
ditions: 
1. "Disarmament must be car­ 
ried out by stages, each stage to 
be completed as rapidly as pos­ 
sible although no fixed timetable 
can be laid down in advance for 
the process as a w'hole,” 
2. “Nuclear and conventional 
measures must he balanced so 
that no country or group of coun­ 
tries will obtain, at any stage, a 
significant miliUry advantage and 
so that equal security for all will 
be maintained and thus interna­ 
tional confidence progressively in­ 
creased.” 
3. 
“Disarmament 
measures 
must 
be effectively 
controlled 
throughout by an international dis­ 
armament organ zation within the 
framework of the U N., to ensure 
that compliance with these meas­ 
ures is verified from their entry 
into force and that there is no 
evasion throughout the disarma­ 
ment progress and thereafter ” 
4. 
“Disarmament 
measures 
must he negotiated progressively 
according to the possibility of 
their early implementation and 
effective control.”

position to expand its battlefield 
holdings Gettysburg, 
handcuffed 
by restrictions placed by Congress 
as to what land the National Park 
Service may and may not buy. 
has been forced to appeal for 
public donations to preserve this, 
the largest and the most beautiful 
Civil War shrine 
The 
department 
is 
also 
authorized to work out agreements 
with the 
farmer-owners 
of an 
additional 1,200 acres at Antietam 
to preserve 
nearly all 
of the 
battlefield much as it 
was 96 
year* ago. 
Sponsored by Rep. John R Foley 
<D-Md.), the bill was designed to 
strengthen an ineffective existing 
law which permits the department 
to accept donations of land, or 
money to buy land, to preserve 
the site.

wounded — 23,110 — at Antietam 
fighting under Lee and Union Gen. 
George B. McClellan, than on any 
other day of the war. One federal 
corps lost 2.000 men in 20 minutes. 
About 150,000 visitors each year 
inspect the battlefield, which is 
being threatened now by service 
stations refreshment stands and 
the lava-like flow of suburbia.
